Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The listing of references in the Search Report is not considered to be an information 
disclosure statement (IDS) complying with 37 CFR 1.98. 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2) requires a legible 
copy of: (1) each foreign patent; (2) each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed;

Specification 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: "rotor s and stator s" 
should be changed to — rotor's and stator's - (see page 2); "stator s resilient-elastic teeth" 
should be changed to —resilient-elastic teeth — (see page 4); "rotor teeth s wear-resistant 
cladding" should be changed to - rotor teeth's wear-resistant cladding - (see page 4); "K= (0.5 
2) " should be changed to — K= (0.5 . . .. 2) --. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "e.g" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim because claim 
1 recites the limitation "the initial contour " in line 13. Regarding claim 1, the phrase "half of 
the teeth radial height" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether applicants are 
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claiming "radial height of teeth (4) of the rotor (3)" or "radial height of teeth (2) of the stator 
(!)"• 

Claim 2 is rejected by virtue of the dependence on claim 1 . 

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: "said mechanism" should 
be changed to — said gerotor mechanism — . Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1 and 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and consists of ten patents: Lindberg (U.S. Patent Number 3,286,642), John (U.S. 
Patent Number 3,380,391), Baldenko et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4,567,953), Mathewson et al.
